tion but the work was given as before 
stated, to a paper whose price was 
nearly double of that of the lowest of 
the bids put in. 
Through the 
efforts 
of a University professor the 
property 
owners continued to be mulcted 01 
much of their hard earned coin. 
The 
mill kept on grinding the soiils of just 
men made perfect until on one sum­ 
mer's day one of the Trustees awoke 
from his sleep and concluded that he 
was not doing exactly right by his con­ 
stituents. 
There was a deep rumb­ 
ling in the air about the high price of 
street printing and the member 
began 
to think 
that some one was pulling 
his hair. 
He 
immediately made a 
talk and the giving out of the 
official 
printing at an extravagant price was 
recalled and then awarded to the G A ­ 


ZETTE at a fairly reasonable 
figure. 
This did not suit the gentleman 
from 
campus and he immediately became 
an obstructionist of the worst order on 
that particular point. 


However, the contract was awarded 
to this paper and then afterwards it 
was 
withdrawn. 
These 
are

w-hich lead up to the trouble today. 


President Acton of the Board was' 
satisfied something should be done to 
make a change for the better.

took a decided stand in the mater and 
this was an offense which smelled to 
Heaven in the eyes of the University 
professor, the daily that hoisted its 
flag as the official paper of the town 
and such small fly that clings like mud 
to the bedrabbled skirts of anything 
within reach.

Mr. Harlin says that he was 
standing near by Congdon's grocery 
store having conversation with Mr. 
Scholtz, a writer on the paper, when 
Mr. Acton came suddenly up to his 
side. 
He did not even notice his ap­ 
proach. 
Mr. Acton asked a question 
in relation to the putting of his name 
in the Dispatch as a candidate for of­ 
fice. 
Before Harlin had a chance to 
answer 
Acton hit him 
across 
the 
nose. 
Fearing 
that 
the 
glass, if 
broken, might hurt his eyes, he closed 
them. 
In the meantime Acton kept 
making attempts to hit him but he 
successfully 
parried 
the 
blows off. 
Finally Acton clinched him and by 
the catching of his foot in the track 
(by this time the parties had got off 
the sidewalff and were oh the track of 
the street car line to West Berkeley) 
he got tripped 
and 
went 
to 
the 
ground. 


This kind of business naturally at­ 
tracted a crowd and young Mr. Bush, 
a deputy constable, rushed in and ar­ 
rested Mr. Acton. 


Now Mr. Acton tells the story a 
littlediflerent'y. He says that his name 
was placed in the Dispatch without his 
asking or consent 
At the time be 
thought the proprietors were very kind 
to do such a thing for nothing. Within 
a day or so he received a letter from 
the manager of the paper which he 
considered of a very insulting charac­ 
ter. 
Today he m«t Mr. Harlin on 
Shat&ck avenue and told him that 
he never gave him authority to put his 
card in the Dispatch. Upon this state­ 
ment Mr. Acton says that Harlin silled 
him a d — c l liar and he gave him one 
blow with his hand which sent him to 
the grouud. 
After that 
an officer 
placed him under arrest for an assault 
and he went before Judge Lord and 
gave bail for his appearance. 


Mr. Harlin stated to Judge Lord 
that he was afraid of Acton and wished 
him placed under bonds to keep the 
peace. , It will probably be crimination 
ana recrimination.

The true source from which honey is 
derived was only discovered in later , 
years.

S a c 3839 of the Political Code reads a* 
follows i 


Every mail inhabitant of the State, over 
twenty-one and under 6 0 years of age, ex­ 
cept paupers, insane persons and Indiana, 
not taxed, must annually pay a poll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same be paid be­ 
tween the first M nday in March and tKe 
first Monday in July, then it shall be three 
dollars. 


SEC, 3846 of the Political Code OfPes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demakm Poll 
Tax of every person liable therefor, and on 
the neglect or refusal of duch persons to pay, 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 to 4 3 4 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State' 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a fine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one af 
over sixty years of age are exempt. 
Poll 
Tax must be paid on demand.
